UN SPOKESMAN ANNOUNCED IRAQI KURDS REQUESTED UN INTERVENTION TO 
AVERT POSSIBLE MASSACRE OF KURDISH PEOPLE BY IRAQ IF RESISTANCE CON- 
TINUES AFTER APRIL 1. SPOKESMAN SAID SYG WILL BE IN CONTACT WITH 
IRAQ AND IRAN ON "PURELY HUMANITARIAN BASIS" AND UNHCR HAS REPS IN 
AREA TO RENDER POSSIBLE HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE, "INCLUDING VOLUN- 
TARY REPATRIATION OF KURDISH REFUGEES IN IRAN WHO MAY WISH TO GO 
BACK TO IRAQ." KURDISH NY REP JEWANROYEE TOLD PRESS IRAQ WAS PLANN- 
ING "GREAT MASSACRE, WAR OF GENOCIDE," AFTER APRIL 1 CEASEFIRE. AND 
GEN. BARZANI DECIDED IT WOULD BE FUTILE TO CONTINUE FIGHTING FOR 
AUTONOMY IN ABSENCE OUTSIDE AID. HE WAS SUPPORTED BY PRES OF INTER-

IED FOR THREE HOURS MARCH 27, VIETNAM'S COMBINED CONSULATE GENERAL

VIETNAMESE INVASION, STUDENT DENIED THERE WAS INVASION. POLICE TOLD 
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MISOFF OCCUPIERS WOULD BE TURNED OVER TO FEDERAL AUTHORITIES FOR
